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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-15, 24-29 and 33-36, drawn to a spatial light modulator or digital 
micromirror with reset electrode and method of resetting, classified in 
class 359, subclass 290. 

II. Claims 16-19, drawn to microelectromechanical device with a 
dielectrophoretic fluid, classified in class 359, subclass 396. 

III. Claims 20-23, drawn to a display device, classified in class 345, subclass 
85. 

IV. Claims 30-32, drawn to a method of making a digital micromirror device, 
classified in class 216, subclass 99. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I, II, III and IV are related as process of making and product made. 
The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, inventions l-III can be made by another and 
materially different process, such as bond layering. 
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3. Inventions I, II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different modes of operation or different 
effects. 

Invention I is a spatial light modulator or digital micromirror utilizing a reset 
electrode. This invention works as a digital apparatus, which means that the invention is 
either in an on position or an off position, through application of electrostatic force. 

Invention II is a microelectromechanical device utilizing a dielectrophoretic fluid, 
which provides an enhanced functioning and/or optical reflectivity of a deflectable 
member, or the like, and does not utilize a reset electrode, nor functions in a digital 
manner. 

Invention III is a display device utilizing selective reflecting configurations or 
positions of the deflectable mirror member(s), hence the device does not operate in a 
digital manner, and does not rely on a dielectrophoretic fluid for patentability (i.e. 
independent claim 20 does not rely on the dielectrophoretic fluid as recited in claim 22). 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
